-great French liner la Provence in iho 
Mediterranean on Sunday now proves- 
to have been the greatest marine dis- 
aster in the world's history. 
Three thousand one hundred thirty- 
lives, all of them French soldiers and 
officers, were lost when ihe auxiliary 
cruiser was sunk, presumably by a tor- 
pedo, according to an official" state- 
ment given out by' the ministry of ma- 
rine today . 
The ministry announced that it has 
developed that the Provence carried 
4,000 men whenj it was sunk. 
The ministry announced on Feb. 211 
that only 870 had been saved, and gave- 
the total number aboard the ship as- 
1,800. The 
announcement of today,, 
which was in the nature of a correc- 
tion of the latter figure, and indicating 
as it does the tremendous loss of life- 
aboard the ship, has staggered the 
French nation. 


Other Great Losses. 
The greatest previous loss of life in*

Residents in... .the . vicinity of the 
Town Line bridge protested to the 
county authorities at., the damage and 
inconvenience caused them as a result 
of the'abnormal river conditions, the 
claim being advanced tha; the bridge 
of the Rockford and Interurban com- 
pany just north of Belolt was respon!- 
Bible'for the jam. Highway Commis- 
sioner 
Moore at once took up the 
matter -with the state authorities and 
an inspection was made by the en- 
gineers of the two commissions. 
The report says in part: 
"We observed the condition of the 


river at the 
three bridges; 
at the 
highway bridge north • of the dam in 
the city of Beloit, at the interurban 
near the limits of the .city, and at the 
Town Line bridge. The

that the ice field immediately above 
the bridges had not broken up.

Will Take Leave of. Absence to

Assist in Starting Institution.

Washington, March 4.—It's getting 
so these flays that when anyone wants 
-to stsrt a really big bank he calls, up- 
on Dr. Parker Willis of Washington to 
organise it. 
This is becoming a matter of course. 
It explains why the new Philippine 
bank'has offered Dr. Willis its presi- 
dency at a salary of $12,000 a year. 


Dr. Willis, who is secretary of the 
federal reserve board, has declined 
this offer. 
But he has consented to 
take a six-months' .leave of 
absence 
from his present, job and put the Phil- 
ippine institution on its feet as an or- 
ganization. 
• i 


It would be like Ur. Willis to re- 
gard his forthcoming jaunt to Manila; 
and the task of organizing the $10,000,- 
000 bank as a vacation. He is opposed 
to vacations as a general . rule—- fish- 
ing, 
hunting,.idling, novel-reading sort 
of vacations. He has never taken one 
in his life. 'But establishing the Phil- 
ippine bank, setting up an institution 
that ft.'the future may be our most im- 
portant. trad'? outpost in the orient, 
that is just the sort of fun that Dr. 
Willis would regard as the ideal vaca- 
tion. 


Has Been Big Help to Uncle Sam. 
Thi> government discovered H. Par- 
ker Willis as an adviser 
about four 
years ago «nd since then, he has been 
Uncle Sam's privy counsellor in mat- 
ter's of finance. He first helped the 
ways and means committee draft the 
Underwood tariff law. Then he told 
Uncle Sam how to frame the 
law 


which created the present federal re- 
serve hanking system, and. the princi- 
pal structure of his plan was! adopted. 
Then Uncle Sam . began worrying 
about rural credits. Dr. Willis, as ex- 
Eert adviser, told congress how the 


ill sliouldl be drawn. The resulting 
bill was never adopted, but its chief 
recommendations are included in the 
rural credits legislation now before 
rronsress. In all of these activities Dr. 
Willis was 
retained by the 
various 
congressional 
committees as 
an ex- 
pert. 
He. was congress' only legisla- 
tive reference bureau. 


Naturally when the federal reserve 
bank was established by law in 101-1 
the federal reserve board called upon 
Dr. Willis to be its secretary. 
Since 
then he has been the federal bank's 
most important official. 
» 


ThQ national bank act has not work- 
ed well in the Philippines. Because of 
limitations put upon the activities of 
national banks, these institutions in 
the islands have not competed suc- 
cessfully with British banks, and a 
number of American banks have with- 
drawn. The war has caused the parent 
British institutions in London to with- 
draw 
capital 
from 
their 
foreign 
branches, and as a consequence bus- 
iness in the Philippines has been ham- 
pered. 
Philippine Bank Broad Institution. 
The Philippine government, which 
had been 
operating r.n 
agricultural 
bank, desired 
a broader 
institution 
which would give to the- Philippines 
an elastic currency based on commer- 
cial paper, such as is now provided 
for us by the federal reserve 
bank 
and in addition have the power to lend 
money on real estate and to finance 
private and provincial enterprises of 
variou.s kinds. 


Dr. Willis was the man called upon 
to draft the bill. He round time to do 
so last fall and in early February tha 
Philinpine legislature adopted a law 
based on Dr. Willis' suggestions. The 
majority 
of the 
$10,000,000 capital 
stock !M to be purchased by the Philip- 
pine government. 
Washington knows Dr. Willis best 


not as a financial expert.bul as a news- 
paper man. For several years prior to 
his-appointment as secretary . of the 
federal bank.he was the Washington 
correspondent of live New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce. This was hia' chief 
work. All such simultaneous things as 
being dean of the College of Political 
Science of George Washington univer- 
sity, lecturer at Columbia university, 
and so on. were side issues with him. 
He was first and foremost a reporter. 
Even the several textbooks on finance 
which he has published were dashed 
off at odd times when he wasn't writ- 
ing news.
